New York, Nov. 6.— The secondary 
results of yesterday's elections, par- 
ticularly as they may affect the poli- 
tical fortunes of party leaders, were 
thrashed mil at many political meet- 
ing places tonight. 

The Tammany leader, Chas. V. Mur- 
phy, sees in the face of the Republic- 
an and Independence League fusion in 
New York county the extinction of 
William Randolph Hearst as a factor 
In local politics. The Republican state 
chairman, Timothy L. Woodruff, also 
believes that -Mr. Hearst lias been 
"everlastingly eliminated" as a politic- 
al consideration, and that the Inde- 
pendence League vote will go to the 
Republicans. .Mr. Woodruff bases his 
prediction on the result In King's 
county, where the Independence vote, 
was lost sight of in the Republican 
victory over the Democrats. On the 
other hand, the League vote did not go 
a great way In helping the Republic- 
ans in .Manhattan, where the fushion 
ticket was beaten by . the straight 
Tammany candidate. 

Vesterday the combined Republican 
and Independence League vote in New 
York was about 130.000. If the Re- 
publican claim to having voted the 
greater part of this vote is justified, 
the Independenco League has lost 
heavily. 

Maxmllian E. Ihfnsen, who was de- 
feated for sheriff, by Tom Foley, de- 
clares that fraud was responsible for 
fusion's failure. The only real test 
of the Independence League vote yes- 
terday was on the ticket for the court 
of appeals, where the League ticket 
of Lyon and McDonough was defeated 
more than four to one in Greater New 
York by the Bartletts, who were no- 
minated by both of the other parties. 

Tho Independence League vote fell 
off up tho state, and yet was such 
that the leaguo will have to be con- 
sidered In the coming presidential con- 
test. As to what proportion of the 
fusion .vote in New York county be- 
longed "to the league Is a matter of 
much speculation. Republican load- 
ers generally claim for their party 
about 75 per cent, of the total. 
Mark Fagan Defeated 

Trenton N. J., Nov. 6. — Frank C. 
ICatzenbach, Democratic candidate for 
governor of New Jersey, tonight con- 
ceded the election of John Franklin 
Kurt, his Republican opponent. The 
latest figures give the state to Judge 
Fort by about 7,000. Late returns do 
not change the complexion of the state 
senate, which gives tho Republican 14 
to 7 for Democrats. The assembly will 
probably slate 40 Republicans and 20 
Demochats. The majority of Otto 
Whtppen for mayor of Jersey City 
over Mark M. Fagan, who was seek- 
in ga fourth term, is upwards of 9,- 
000. 

Points to Roosevelt 

New York, Nov. G. — Chairman Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff, of the Republican 
State committee, who wired the Presi- 
dent today that yesterday's Republican 
victory in King's county was due to 
Mr. Roosevelt'.? strength in Brooklyn, 
stated in an interview tonight that he 
believed the demand would be such 
that the President would lie obliged 
to accept a renomlnation.

a moment to be compared with the 
grave Injury done to the liner feelings 
of the Japanese by the rioting. Com- 
missioner King replied with a state- 
ment that anything he could award In 
the way of monetary damages could 
not possibly be of such balm to the 
Japanese as the cable explanation al- 
ready sent by Sir Wilfrid Laurler to 
Tokio. Mr. King Insisted that the riot 
was not directed against the Japanese 
particularly, but the people were sim- 
ply wrought up over the arrival of 
excessive numbers of Orientals. Mr. 
King will moke a report of his findings 
and assessment of damages to Ottawa.

The mill owners say 
that the price of logs Is very high and 
are hard to obtain, while tho mills 
which operate their own camps think 
it. is better to stive their logs until 
shingle prices are higher.

Prohibition Progress 

I Chicago, Nov. o. — Alonao Wilson, 
| chairman of the state prohibition com- 
mittee, last night said: "Tile general 
success of the prohibition movement 
throughout the South and in this stale 
| where people were given tho oppor- 
I tunlty to manifest their views. Is an 
I Indication that people are fully awak- 
ened to the dangers of the liquor 
traffic. There are ten prohibition 
counties in Illinois, and it Is likely 
that other counties have joined the 
prohibition group* Fifty thousand 
square miles of the state, with a popu- 
lotlon of three millions, are now pro- 
hibition territory." 



New York, Nov. 6. — The general con- 
ditions of the financial situation were 
favorable today. Tho runs on the 
trust companies had practically ceased 
under the encouraging influence of the 
support of the trust committee; gold 
engagements were further increased 
and the stock market rose buoyantly 
in recognition of these conditions. 

The announcement by Mr. King, 
president of the Union Trust company 
early In the morning that an agree- 
ment had at least been reached by 
which the Trust company of America 
and the Lincoln company woro to de- 
posit their stock in the hands of a com- 
mittoe of trust company presidents, 
and in consideration of this were to 
receive all the support required, Anally 
cleared the air in regard to the trust 
company situation. Grave apprehen- 
sions existed all through Monday, and 
up to the termination of the confer- 
ence at Mr. Morgan's house at 3 o'clock 
this morning, that an agreement in 
regard to the two trust companies 
would not be reached and they might 
bo subjected to a run too strong for 
their Impaired reserves. Now that this 
danger is removed, it is believed that 
the situation will gradually simmer I 
down with the continuous arrival of 
gold, until the stringency Is converted 
Into the plethora of reserve money in | 
banks which usually follows a crisis. | 

Additional gold engagements were 
announced today as $1,000,000 on ac- 
count of Lassard Freres and $150,000 
fur Montreal. This brings up the total 
gold engagements for America on the 
recent movement to $37,500,000, which 
wouhl afford the amount required for 
legal reserves against, a deposit of 
$150,000,000. The gold which arrived 
yesterday was deposited today, and 
that by the Lusitania will soon be in 
the vaults of the banks. 

While there Is still some apprehen- 
sion regarding the possible effort of 
the Bank of England to check the out- 
flow of gold from London by raising I 
Its discount rate on Thursday, there Is 
a strong feeling among conservative | 
financiers hero that the directors of tho , 
Bank of England will be very reluct- j 
anl to tlx a rate- of discount which has j 
not been touched since 1873. It might | 
have been found necessary to over- I 
com,, this reluctance If the Hank of 
France had not so generously dipped 
into Its Immense reserves, under the 
enlightened policy of Governor Pallaln, 
bv the purchase of sterling bills to j 
the amount of ,e ?,, OOO.OOO to relievo the I 
London market. 

The strength of the stock market 
was a reflex of the improved feeling 
throughout the financial community, it 
Is believed that the stock market has 
pretty well discounted the worst, and! 
that prices tire not likely to go much 
lower even in case of new dlsturban- : 
ces. It Is understood that the arrange- 1 
men! by which the committee of 
trust company presidents has taken j 
control of the majority stock of the 
Trust company of America and tho j 
Lincoln Trust company is only tem- 
porary to re-establish confidence. 
What will be the ultimate disposition 
of the stock has not yet been serious- 
ly considered, but It Is certain that 
tho trust company committee and 
clearing house committee will insist 
that these companies pursue in fut- 
ure a policy of the strictest conserva- 
tism and not embark In any under- 
writing* which are Incapable of be- 
ing converted readily into cash.

Scott, 
aged 3 K < All the victims lived In this 
city. 



London, Nov. 6. — The anticipated 
railway strike throughout Great Brit- 
ain has been averted by an agreement 
drafted by David Lloyd-George, pres- 
ident of the board of trade, and signed 
late this evening by the chairmen of 
the principal railway companies and 
representatives of the Amalgamated 
Society of Railway Servants, 

The agreement provides for the fur- 
ther consideration of matters in dis- 
pute, primarily by a sectional board of 
conciliation representing tho various 
grades of employees and the individ- 
ual railroads. In case of disagreement, 
settlement will be reached by tho 
board of conciliation and an equal 
number of men representing the full 
membership of the societies. If tho 
board and the representatives fall to 
reach a decision, the matter then must 
be settled by arbitration, The direc- 
tors of the railroads thus bind them- 
selves to compulsory outside Interven- 
tion in disputes with their employees. 
The board will, in every case, be com- 
posed of elected employees of the com- 
panies concerned, as well as officials 
of the various railroads. 

Tho dispute, apart from its effect on 
the public business, has attracted tho 
attention of high officials of the gov- 
ernment, even that of King Edward 
himself. His Majesty has taken tho 
deepest interest In the crisis, and tho 
extraordinary efforts and precautions 
adopted by the president of the board 
of trade. For this reason, the news of 
the settlement was not given out until 
the King had received from Mr. Lloyd- 
George information that the crisis was 
over.

The speaker pointed out the neces- 
sity of prayer.

Jt in not too soon to speak about 
what we may expect on Vancouver 
island in the year 1008 In the way of 
development. The first thing that 
everyone will think of Is the exten- 
sion of the E. & N. railway. Doubt- 
less that line will be completed to Al- 
bernl next year. T.Ik- railway also 
will make a beginning In Us great 
land-clearing scheme. The latter en- 
terprise has not matured as quickly 
as was expected, but It is not aban- 
doned. The company Is only await- 
ing the decision of the parties, who 
proposed entering into a contract to 
do the work. If tliey decide to go on, 
clearing will be begun immediately; 
if they decided not to undertake the 
contract, tl'.e company will handle it 
itself. Under any circumstances the 
work will be done. The areas have al- 
ready been selected. The two things 
of themselves will mean very much to 
.Vancouver island. 

Wo look for rapid progress ac Al- 
berni. The probability of great ocean 
liners making the head of Albernl 
Canal their terminus may be open 
to question. There is plenty of water 
to float them, but. the canal is long 
[ind narrow. That is only one feature 
of the case. Albernl is certain to be 
a point where extensive lumber mills 
will be established. Tt seems likely 
to be the great coal shipping port of 
the Island. It will be surrounded by 
a fine fruit-growing region. It may 
become, and we think it is very likely 
to become, the' site of extensive smelt'-' 
ing works. These tilings all may not 
be in What we now mean when we 
speak of Alberni, but they will be 
in that vicinity. A new and import- 
ant town is certain to be built up at 
the head of Alberni Canal, and this 
whether it becomes a C. P. R. ocean 
terminal point or not. A good begin- 
ning will be made in the development 
of Alberni next year. This will sig- 
nify: much for the whole West Coast. 

"Whether, there will be any further 
development in connection with rail- 
ways on the island next year we are 
not now in a position to say, but we 
hope the twelve months will not pass 
Without at least tho preliminary steps 
being taken In that direction, There 
is certain to be a great inllux of peo- 
ple, and we look with confidence for 
growth along all lines. In short we 
regard 3 908 as certain in all human 
probability to be first of a series of 
years of great prosperity so far as 
Vancouver island is concerned. 



Directors would have settled It long 
ago. They would have considered all 
available plans, and decided tfcVMi one 
of them. They would have called upon 
the Esquimalt Waterworks company 
for their lowest figure and olther i 
ceptod or rejected that property.

We want more water delivered un- 
der higher pressure. 

Wo either want the Esquimau 
Waterworks property or we do not, 
and we ought to have made up our 
minds on that point long ago. 

If we have to seek a few source of 
supply, say Sooke Lake, it will take 
some years to gel it installed and in 
the meanwhile we need more water. 

The Esquimalt Waterworks company 
Is bound to furnish us with what 
water we require for a term of five 
years up to 5.000,000 gallons daily. 

If that company had been notified 
two years ago, as it should have been, 
to furnish what it is bound by law 
to furnish, we would never have ex- 
perienced such a shortage. 

Therefore we submit that the ques- 
tion has been badly bungled, and that 
it is time the citizens put men into 
office who are able to deal witli a 
business proposition in a business way.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

It is as yet some time before the 
municipal elections will be held, but it 
is not too soon to begin to prepare for 
them. Already there Is a great deal of 
talk on the subject. No citizen can 
feel any degree of satisfaction when 
he contemplates the manner In which 
the affairs of the city have been hand- 
led during the past two years, and it 
is absolutely necessary that something 
should be done to improve matters. 
What is the remedy ? It must lie In 
tlie direction of an improvement In 
the make-up of the governing body of 
the city. 

The great question before the people 
is that of water. If there is one thing 
which more than another Is retarding 
the growth of Victoria and its suburbs 
it is the inadequacy of its water sup- 
ply. There is not the 'slightest use In 
mincing matters. We talk about mak- 
ing this a residential city, but the peo- 
ple whom we expect to come here will 
not come unless they can be assured 
of a sufficient supply of water tor 
household purposes and to keep their 
grounds in good condition. Real estate 
dealers will tell you that one of the 
first questions a newcomer asks Is as 
to the supply .if water, and they will 
also tell you that while they are able 
to answer every other question satis- 
factorily, they have to concede that 
on this they have very little to say, 
that is if the' inquirer is seeking a 
home east of the Arm. Very little 
progress has been made towards as- 
certaining whether it is necessary to 
obtain a new source of supply or if 
Elk Lake can be supplemented so a.; 
to serve our purposes for some years 
to come. It i3 true that a survey ha.-: 
been made of the route for a pipe line 
to Sooke Lake and Mr. Adams is pre- 
paring a report, but all this might 
have been done long ago. The Instal- 
lation of the new system, if we arc to 
have one, ought to be now under way. 
Last year, In speaking of this matter, 
the Colonist urged that the time to 
deal with It was then, when the 
money market was easy. But other 
councils prevailed, and" now we And 
the city confronted with the' problem 
more snrlonsly than ever, and the 
money market In such a condition 
that the work will cost very much 
more than it would a year ago; that 
is, tho city cannot raise the requisite 
money upon as favorable terms as It 
could then. This consideration had ab- 
solutely no weight with the members 
of tho city council. If the matter had 
been a private enterprise, the Bpard of

In- 
deed its solution Is rendered the more 
difficult thereby. The ono claim, which 
the white race could make over tho 
yellow races, which the latter were 
compelled to admit, was that we pro- 
tected all people in their legal rights, 
and that there was safety for all law- 
abiding persons under our flags. If the 
Orient Is taught that this claim lias 
no foundation In fact, the consequences 
may be exceedingly serious. Let every 
legitimate effort be made to prevent an 
Influx of Orientals into Canada; but 

let us not forget that tlio.se who are 

already here, and those who may le- 
gally come here in the future, are en- 
titled tn just tlie same protection from 
the law as are those of us who were 
born in tlie country. We cannot ad- 
vance any claim to civilization if we 
make a distinction between the color 
of men's skins when it comes to their 
right to live unmolested in a commun- 
ity as long as they obey the laws.

Its reply Is very 
long, but It possesses the merit of be- 
ing written in good temper. Its de- 
fence is what Is known in law as "con- 
fession and avoidance." It concedes 
that our representatives did nothing 
except to assist In the passage of the 

Act Imposing the Increased head tax 
upon Chinamen, but says substantially 
that there was no occasion for doing 
anything else. This defence cannot 
be sustained. For ten years the people 
of British Columbia have been impress- 
ed with the necessity of restricting tho 
Immigration of Japanese as well ns 
Chinese, and the legislature, we think 
without a dissenting voice, has given 
expression to that opinion. It seems, 
therefore, idle for our contemporary to 



tercsts, and it adds: "Every step taken 
to diminish injustice, to equalize tlie 
pressure of common burdens and to 
keep particular interests in subordin- 
ation to the whole' will make Socialism 
less menacing and liberty and property 
more secure." These observations 
were called forth by a speech by Mr. 
Asqulth in which he said that Social- 
ism would present "the most startling 
despotism the world lias ever seen." 
Tiie Chronicle and the Daily News, 
being Liberal papers, naturally take 
the position that Liberalism is the only 
bulwark against Socialism, a proposi- 
tion which (lie Conservatives will 
hardly accept as law or gospel. Indeed, 
tho Standard, which may lie regarded 
as the exponent of straight Conserva- 
tive principles, treats Mr. Asquith as 

a maa who is really playing for So- 
cialist support. The Daily News is 
very emphatic i'l declaring that If the 
growth of tins factor in the community 
is to be checked, it will be necessary 
for the Liberals In "set their faces 

straight against tlie House or Lords." 
These references will serve to give 
some slight idea of the nature of the 
questions with which (lie British elec- 
torate will have to deal. In this coun- 
try some of us are disposed to look 
upon i he fiscal policy as advanced by 
Mr. Chamberlain as the one tiling 
about which tlie people of the United 
Kingdom are thinking, and are dispos- 
ed to grow impatient at the slowness 
witli which Conservative leaders give 
their adherence to it. Hut it is very 
evident that there are domestic prob- 
lems Which come more closely home to 

them than Inter- Imperial trade. Tho 
Mother Country Is only now beginning 
to feel tlie full effect of the Reform 
Hills which so very greatly enlarged 
tlie electoral franchise. A new force has 
arisen among the people, and It must 
be reckoned with. The greatest wisdom 
will have to be exhibited if a serious 
dislocation or political and ec&iomic 
conditions is to lie avoided. 



Shipping interests are making a 
protest against the practice of cheap- 
ly operated foreign craft being per- 
mitted to enter the home trade of tlie 
Canadian steamers. 'l'he matter is 
one that the Board of Trade might 
properly take up. Such constitu- 
tional methods as are available should 
be taken to prevent the entry of Nor- 
wegian and German underpaid ves- 
sels into competition with craft which 
maintain crews under the rate of 
wages prevalent in this province. 



A very gratifying statement was 
made in London the other day at the 
annual meeting of the White Pass & 
Yukon Railway Company, The chair- 
man announced during the course of 
his address that tho past year had 
been the most prosperous since the 
earliest years of the company. He 
hoped that the Canadian parliament 
would pass tlie act providing fur tin 
extension of fourteen miles next ses- 
sion, so that the construction might lie 
completed next summer.

These streets are in addition to tin- 
marine driveway, which skirts the 
shore generally at a distance or a 
hundred yards from where high tide 
laps the picturesque rocks.

NEW BRICK STRUCTURE 
FOR TRANSFER COMPANY 

Growth of Business Necessi- 
tates Change— Modern 
Buildings 



With the growth anil expansion of 
Victoria and the attendant growth and 
development of Its business, the Vic- 
toria Transfer Company has found 
It necessary to increase the accommo- 
dation of their stables on Broughton 
and Gordon streets. Commodlona as 
they were tho stables this summer 
proved to cramped for the demand 
placed upon them. 

Modern buildings, three stories in 
height, constructed of pressed brick' 
and fireproof throughout will bo 
erected. The new structure will have 
a frontago of 140 feet on Broughton 
street and 73 feet on Gordon, and 
will possess some features novel to' 
Victoria and the Pacific coast, but 
exemplifying the latest methods In 
vogue in the larger eastern cities fo 
Canada and the United States. 

The first floor of the new building 
will contain In addition to the offices, 
harness and washrooms, a ladles' 
waiting room. Considerable space will 
be afforded for storing the company's 
stock. 

Upon the second floor there will ho 
eighty-four stalls and 28 loose boxes 
for the horses. 

The third floor will contain the feed 
rooms, store rooms, lounging rooms 
and lockers for the men. 

Numerous new appliances will be 
Introduced such as new electric cut- 
ting boxes, clipping machines and 
grooming device's. An electric eleva- 
tor to lift the horses and rigs from one 
floor to another will be installed and 
the entire structure will be steam 
heated./ 

The transfer company will be thor- 
ough In their methods. The men will 
be provided with liveries for summer 
and winter wear and with waterproof 
coats for uniform pattern for wet 
weather. 

With the additions the Transfer 
company's buildings will have stab- 
ling capacity for 222 head of live stock. 
The new buildings will embody all 
tho newest ideas regarding ventila- 
tion. Telephonic communication be- 
tween all the different parts of the 
building will be installed. As men- 
tioned primal consideration will bo 
given to fireproof the structure 
throughout.

ABE DR0SD0VITCH IS 

COMMITTED TO JAIL 



Refuses to Pay Judgment and He Gets 
Tfcn Days for Contempt 
. of Court 



Abe Drosdovitch went to Jail on a 
ten-day sentence for contempt of 
court yesterday. / Some little time ago 
Jos. Sears brought action against him 
for $40 for painting a house of his 
several years before, and obtained a 
judgment in his favor. Abe did not 
pay up, so he was examined as a 
judgment debtor. In the course ot 
the hearing it transpired that hi. had 
transferred the house to his mother, 
und he swore that It had never really 
belonged to him; At the previous 
trial he had sworn that it was his 
property. In the original suit Judge 
Lampman cautioned Drosdovitch to 
apeak the truth, and at tho hearing 
of tho Judgment summons he again 
had to find fault with tho way he 
gave his evidence. 

The upshot of the matter was that 
Drosdovitch was given a specified 
time within which to pay the amount 
due, with the proviso that if It were 
r.ot so paid he would go to jail for 
ton days for contempt of court. He 
still refused to pay, and so was com- 
mitted yesterday. What tho result of 
a term spent In jail will be remains to 
be seen, but if Abe continues to be 
contumacious there is nothing to pro- 
vent his being reexamined and re- 
committed if the judge chooses to so 
order and he still refuses to pay up.

MORE VOTERS ON LIST 

AS FINALLY REVISED 



Net Gain of One Hundred and Thirty- 
* : vo Names for This 
Year 



The voters' list as revised will 
probably go to the King's printer to- 
dii.y with a net gain to the list of 
135 names. Out of 1S4 objections that 
were originally made, 39 wore over- 
ruled or withdrawn, the remainder 
being allowed. Tho registrar also of 
his own motion struck off thirteen 
names from the old list as being pal- 
pable duplicates, and 18 others on ac- 
count of the death of the voter being 
ascertainable from the record of vital 
statistics. The names of deceased 
persons are frequently given to the 
registrar as collector of vital statistics 
with slight differences as to Initials 
or address with tho corresponding 
names on the voters' list. In such 
cases the names are not removed 
without additional evidence that in 
point of fact they ropresent one and 
tho same person. 

The old list contained 500G names 
and there are 244 withdrawals and 
458 new names on the new supple- 
mentary list, which makes the new 
list contain 5,230 names. There 
were, however, 104 names on last 
year's supplemental list, which makes 
the net gain for this year 135.

portatlon of timber. The law of lSDfi I 

provides that tile onus lies on the j 
owner of lugs or upon the person in 
whose possession they are found and 
In his lottor to the steamboat proprie- 
tors vthe attorney general Informs 
them flint in tho event of their being 
found* towing timber Illegally their 
vessels will be seized. 

According to the regulations recent- 
ly enforced, no scaler can offer bis 
services to scale timber for tho roy- 
alties until tho owner makes a declara- 
tion saying what lot the timber came 
from and the amount of the timber 
■•ui. in this manner it ho province 
Is able to keep track of the timber 
standing upon . the old crown grants, 
which alone is available for export 
and to which the law prohibiting ex- 
port does not apply. 

The letter in understood lo signify 
the intention of tho government to 
strictly enforce the law and to follow 
up tho prosecutions recently made at 
the Vancouver assizes for illegal ex- 
portation of timber.

That generous friend of education, 
Sir William Macdohal'd, some time ago 
endowed a chair' of education in McGill 
university. It has not been found 
possible to obtain a fully qualified pro- 
fessor for tho position so that part of 
the work of the college will not be fully 
undertaken till next year. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Locke, of Macdonald college, 
has undertaken to glvo the statutory 
course of lectures required for the di- 
ploma and a course of lectures on edu-

Having occasion to speak to the ma- 
tron of the W. C. 'IK, U. mission on 
Yates street on a wet afternoon re- 
cently, the editor of this column pass- 
ed through the reading room. It was 
tilled almost to its capacity with men 
who were intent on perusing the mag- 
zines and newspapers piled on tho ta- 
bles. In one corner of the room a game 
was going on. Although the players 
were not quiet, the noise did not seem 
to disturb the readers. The room was 
warm and well lighted and most of 
the men had evidently been driven in 
from their work by the pouring rain 
and were whillng away the hours be- 
fore the evening meal. If it were 
seemly to visit one of the saloons on 
either hand, very probably one would 
have seen men of the very same class 
similarly occupied, except that most 
of them would, before they left the 
place, have bought one or more glasses 
of some intoxicating liquor. yVt that 
timo of day there would not, presum- 
ably, havo been many who would have 
gone into the saloon except because 
it was a place that was warm and a 
meeting place for those who had noth- 
ing else to do. Tho Carnegie library 
and tho recreation and reading rooms 
of the Y. M. C. A. were, no doubt, well 
tilled on the same evening with out- 
of door workmen, who either had no 
homes or whose homes did not afford 
tho opportunity and facilities they 
sought for reading and amusement, 
There must, on that one afternoon, 
have been hundreds of men In this 
city who had little choice between 
spending the hours in a cheerless, soli- 
tary room In a lodging house or idling 
them away in one of tho saloons or 
hotels. Tho other places mentioned 
would offer an attraction to many on 
various accounts. Is not this city 
large enough to havo a building un- 
controlled by any denomination or re- 
ligious society, where men of all creeds 
or of no creed, poor or rich, gentle 
and simple, could spend their leisure 
timo happily and comfortably without 
being tempted' to waste their money 
or to acquire intemperate habits. 

The building should be confortnbly 
furnished, well heated and well light- 
ed. Those who chose to do so should 
be able to enjoy the advantages of an 
up-to-date reading room. Others 
should have rooms where they 
could engage in innocent games or 
havo nn opportunity for conversation 
and the enjoyment of the inevitable 
pipe. If, with these, tea or coffee with 
suitable refreshments were provided, 
there would be no excuse for those 
who do not wisli to drink to patronize 
tho saloons. This building would in 
no way interfere with the working of 
tho clubs, which are in their nature 
exclusive. It is quite conceivable 
that such an institution would not pay 
big dividends, but we submit that, in 
the interests of the large number of 
men whose vocations compel them to 
spend their winters in this city, those 
men and women of means who are 
animated by a Christian spirit should 
try the experiment.

FASHION HINTS 

As the season advances it is possible 
to judge more correctly of the hold 
the short skirt hits obtained on the 
feminine fancy. 

All skirts are short, even those of 
i dinner and dunce gowns, and though 
tho latter fashion Is one that porson- 
| ally I do not admire, it Is certainly 
I more sensible than attempting to 
dance in a gown that has to he held 
i up. l'"or dinners, however, a gown 
| with a good sweep Is certainly more 
artistic. The short skirt for die 
street cannot bo too highly praised 
though, of course, there Ik always the 
short stout woman who wears the ex- 
treme and looks like a tub. Even that 
is not so objectionable as the stout 
woman in a long skirt which she. at- 
tempts without success to carry. 

The ordinary walking skirt Is now 
fi lo (1 Inches from the ground and 
tits very snugly from tho hips and is 



bottom. All skirts are plain and trim- 
med only with straps .or a little ,braid, 
laid on very. tlat. In the chiffon vel- 
vets many of the skirts are kilted the 
kilts being held in place by tapes 
down to about the knee. These velvet 
skirts are lined through with thin silk 
before being kilted and this gives a 
peculiarly soft appearance to the 
pleats. The velvet suit, with Its short 
kilted skirt and smart semi-fitting 
coat, Is one of the prettiest dresses 
of tho season, and when worn over a 
dainty lace or lingerie blouse is dressy 
enough for almost any occasion, 

TRIED RECEIPES 

Now that eggs are not to he had, 
oven at sixty cents a dozen, the fol- 
lowing recipes may be found useful 
as they do not call for those delectable 
and nourishing but expensive articles 
of diet: 

Roly Poly 

The filling of this pudding may be 
composed of tiny suitable materials 
that one has in the houJe. 

One pint of flour, one rounding 
tablespoonful of baking powder, one 
tablespoonful of shortening, one half 
tablespoonful of salt, two-thirds cup 
of water. Add the baking powder and 
salt to the flour, sift once or twice, add 
tho water carefully. The dough must 
be soft, not wet. Knead quickly and 
roll out Into a very thin sheet. Brush 
with molted butter or melted suet or 
oil. Sprinkle tover blackberries, huckle- 
berries, raspberries, eurranU or chop- 
ped dates, figs and raisins; in fact, al- 
most any combination of fruits may be 
used. Sprinkle with flour, tablespoon- 
ful of sugar and roll up; place in a 
baking pan; brush the roll with water 
and bake in a moderately quick oven 
throe-quraters of an hour. After tho 
roll has been baking half an hour, 
draw it from the oven, brush It qiiick- 
ly with a tablespoonful of sugar, dis- 
solved in two tablcspoonfuls of water, 
and return to glaze. Serve hot. With 
hard sauce, or It may be served with 
sugar. If dry fruits are used for roly 
poly, they must be soaked over night 
and" chopped fine In tho morning. Do 
not cook them before putting them into 
the pudding. 

Apple Pone 

Pare and chop lino one quart of 
sweet apples. Pour a pint of bulling 
water into one quart of granulated 
white corn meal; when cool, add suf- 
ficient sweet milk, about one pint, to 
make a very soft batter. Stir In the 
apples, turn the mixture Into a greased 
shallow pan, cover and bake in a 
moderate oven for at least two hours. 
This same recipe may be turned into 
a mold, steamed three hours and used 
as a pudding. 

Ginger Sponge Slices 

One-half pint of molasses, two 
ounces of butter, one level teaspoonful 
of soda, two cup.5 of flour. Heat the 
molasses slightly, dissolve the soda in 
two tablespoonfuls of warm water, add 
hot molasses, then the butter, melted, 
and cook in a moderate oven thirty 
minutes. Serve warm, cut into squares, 
with lemon or ginger sauce. 

Perfection Cake ' 

Two cups of sugar, one cup butter or 
lard, one cup cold water, one-half cup 
cornstarch, one teaspoon cloves and 
cinnamon mixed., one cup seeded rais- 
ins, one teaspoon vanilla, three tea- 
spoons baking powder, enough flour to 
make soft dough. Bake in layers.

One cup lard (very hot), one cup 
brown sugar, one. cup New Orleans 
molasses, one cup boiling water, threo 
even teaspoon.? ginger and any other 
splec desired, three teaspoons soda In

— Bil Arthur 
Johnson Is no longer a dark brown 
jest. It is a lucky thing James Jeffries, 
gentleman farmer of Lemo'riv'Ule (some 
times known as Los Angeles), is am- 
bushed behind a thick alfalfa patch. 
If he wants to take cows for affinities 
and chickens for side kickers, that 1m 
his business. But as for Noah Brusso 
Tommy- Burns Esqulro, he must come 
out of the cyclone cellar and take a 
look at this black cloud that is waiting 
for him. lie must drop the festive 
stall and cease the airy bull and light 
Little Arthur or forever hold his peace. 

One Jack Flynn, of Colorado, was a 
game young man to stay in the ring 
with that big cannibal as long as ho 
did.

One thing is sure. Rugby will be 
given a chance to make good when 
the rival colleges meet each other, as 
both fifteens are playing the real arti- 
cle, this year, without any unneces- 
sary attachments which savor of other 
brands of football or the prize ring. 
Team for team, California will weigh 
only three or four pounds to the man 
more than Stanford, and there will 
be no particular advantage In that. 

California's recognized superiority 
lies In the strength and knowledge of 
her seven forward men composing the 
scrum, Stanford's in her swift backs 
and -Kenton's sure kicking. Where 
California is strong Stanford is 
weakest; the Cardinal men know very 
little of the ground rushing and fast 
dribbling game, as was shown In the 
manner the Barbarians defeated them.

ROMANCE OF NEW LINER 



Builders of Princess Victoria 
Have Excelled All of the 
World's Steamers 



The builders of the fast ferry steam- 
er Princess Victoria, best of her kind, 
in the waters of the Pacific ocean, 
have, with the completion of the' new 
Cunard liner Maurotanla built the 
finest and fastest passenger steamer 
the world has seen, but, according to 
a local shipping man in a position to 
know, tho groat record of the British 
shipbuilders has been earned proba- 
ble with tho life's blood of one of the 
members of the firm of Swan, Hun- 
ter and Whlgham Richardson. This 
is the romance of the building of tho 
Mauritania. For five years G. n. 
Hunter, the veteran shipbuilder of tho 
Tyneside firm, has given every wak- 
ing hour to tho great end, the build- 
ing of the best steamship the world 
has seen. He has been tireless, with 
the result that the completion of the 
fine Cunarder sees the shipbuilder 
enfeebled and completely broken down 
In health. He has paid for the linn's 
success with his health, and is said 
to be in a precarious condition as a 
result of the overwork and anxiety 
duo to tho great work. 

"When the Brown shipyard on tho 
Clyde put the big Lusltanla on the 
blocks their rivals on tho Tyne planned 
to eclipse that vessel. Some of the 
world's greatest marine engineers join- 
ed fcyces to produce a great liner. Sir 
William White, the great naval archi- 
tect, who has designed some of Brit- 
ain's greatest battleships; Stephenson, 
who built the Princess Victoria; Laing, 
who was formerly of the Fnlrlleld 
yards and who built the Lucania and 
Campania, and others also worked en- 
thusiastically toward the great end. 
Across from the AVallsend slips Is the 
great turbine shops of Parsons, inven- 
tor of that mode of propulsion, and day 
after day the designers worried and 
tolled, until tho grand whole was 
evolved und plans made for the great- 
est modern steamer. Carefully they 
watched her while the workmen laid 
the keels, built the great skeleton, and 
piece by piece, saw the liner become 
ready to take the water. 

Meanwhile, G. B. Hunter, now 67 
years of age, tolled with his co-work- 
ers, who saw his health giving way, 
and advised a rest, but the 'shipbuild- 
er could do nothing but the work which 
Uiled his being, the building of the 
ship. 

Now, at last the vessel has taken the 
water, had her trials and is ready to 
start a week from Saturday on lier 
first trip across the Atlantic, when it 
is confidently expected she will lower 
all records. The Lusltanla, has already 
"beat the Dutch." she will, it is con- 
fidently expected beat tho Lusltanla. 
Those who have seen both vessels are 
positive that the last built is the su- 
perior boat. She is a trifle deeper and 
has better lines. The trial trips have 
demonstrated that she has better speed, 
about one knot better than the Lusl- 
tanla. 

But John Brown & Co., of Clydes- 
bank. arc not willing to let the Tyne 
firm rest upon the laurels won with 
the construction of the Mauretania. 
Allied with Harland & Wolf, the fa- 
mous Belfast shipbuilding firm, the 
Brown yards will build the new Ger- 
man liner Europa which is being con- 
structed with the intention of exceed- 
ing the big Cunarders in size.

ENFORCE COAST ING LAWS 

Vancouver Board of Trade Takos Up 
Question of Allowing Alien Ships 
in Local Trade 



Since the steamer Cottage City of tho 
Pacific Coast Steamship company be- 
gan calling at Prince Rupert the ques- 
tion of the enforcement of the coast- 
lug laws has again been brought under 
consideration. It will be remembered 
that during the Klondike rush per- 
mission was given to United States 
vessels to carry cargoes between two 
Canadian ports, but It is not desired 
that such permission be granted to 
vessels to carry supplies north for tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway when the 
development commences on a large 
scale In the north. The Vancouver 
Province, in reporting a meeting of the 
board of trade held Tuesday evening, 
says: 

It was left with the Trades and Na- 
vigation committee to take steps to 
secure the enforcement of the coasting 
laws. The matter has been mooted be- 
fore, and the government at Ottawa 
had been communicated with, when the 
matter of an order-ln-counell sus- 
pending the law was mentioned. No 
trace of such an order-in-council could 
be located by the Victoria board of 
trade who had instituted a search. It 
was the opinion of some of the mem- 
bers that this suspension had been 
granted at the time of the Klondike 
rush, when tho Canadian boats we're 
unable to carry all the tradic. 

Serious Inconvenience was caused at 
the present time, however, by the priv- 
ilege allowed to American steamers of 
carrying bonded goods on this coast. 
It is not the desire that American 
boats shall handle freight and sup- 
plies from Seattle, to Prince Rupert 
these supplies being of Canadian ori- 
gin and shipped in bond from eastern 
Canada to Seattle via the Grand Trunk 
and Great Northern railways..

The American steamer Santa Ana, 
which operates between Puget Sound 
and Valdez, was forced to put into 
Quathiaska Cove iii distress last Sun- 
day, as she had rim out of coal on her 
way from Alaska. She lost an anchor 
and was badly buffeted by Die storms 
which delayed her. She had to lead 
wood at Quathiaska to run down -i 
far as Com ox, where her coal bunkers 
could be filled. 

CHARGING BEACONS 

Fern Returns From Gulf Cruise — New- 
ly Designed Aids 

The steamer Fern, which is under 
charter to the marine department litis 
returned from a trip to beacons In the 
Gulf of Georgia. Capt. Gardiner has 
been recharging them with carbide. 
The foundation for a new fashioned 
beacon at Chatham point was laid. 
At this place, at Helen point, Active 
pass, and the Frascr river some new 
patented beacons with bells will be 
placed. The gas generated for the 
supply of the lantern works In a 
cylinder and fires a nickel ball against 
the bell. Bells operated in this man- 
ner arc to be used at points whore 
tho action of the water cannot be xiscil 
satisfactorily to ring the bell. 



Details are published of the great 
liner Europa, which is Germany's re- 
ply to the Lusitania. The facts are 
given in a telegram from Glasgow, 
where the propelling machinery, tur- 
bine and reciprocating engines are, it 
is understood, to be constructed at 
the works of John Brown & Co., 
Clydebank, who are now allied with 
the big Belfast firm— Harland & 
Wolff. 

The latter will construct the hull 
and make the vessel complete, minus 
the propelling power. 

The contract, it is stated, was place ! 
with Harland .t Wolff several months 
ago, and Brown & Co. have now re- 
ceived orders to supply the turbines 
for the vessel. 

The liner is larger than die Lusl- 
tanla, hut not, it is said, so last. Her 
length will be 840 feet, and her beam 
eighty-six feet. She is to be of the 
intermediate class, and will b 
with reciprocating engines, but 
of the exhaust steam passing from 
the engines to the condenser the 
work remaining in it will be utilized 
to drive low-pressure turbines of the 
Parsons type. The high- pressure part 
of the expansion of the steam will be 
dealt with in quadruple expansion en- 
gines, and the low-pressure part in 
the turbines, so that, with a vacuum 
Intenslfier associated witii the con- 
denser there will lie a greatly in- 
creased range of total expansion, and 
it is anticipated that this will result 
In greater economy. 

The saving on coal alone Is esti- 
mated at about 12 per cent in the case 
of an Intermediate liner of fifteen 
knots' speed. 



The sealing schooner Markland, 
which is expected In port from Hes- 
quoit where she arrived a few days 
ago from Bering sea had a more nar- 
row escape from disaster and her 
crow from death in Bering sea than 
was previously reported. The vessel 
was caught in a heavy northeast gale 
on the night of October 1. At :> a.m. 
when she was heading into the heavy 
seas under a storm trysail, this car- 
ried away, and the schooner Imme- 
diately began to fall off. Mate Moso 
Kell was in the rigging endeavoring 
to place a substitute for the trysail 
and Capt. Heater at the wheel. The 
vessel failed to reach quickly and as 
she fell off, was caught abeam to an 
overhanging sea which broke on her 
beam, throwing tons of water onto 
the forward pare of the deck and toss- 
ing her away as a football might be 
kicked. The schooner was pitched 
over onto her beam and almost cap- 
sized, lier masts were in the water, 
and she lay hove down on her beam. 
The majority of the crew hung to the 
boom amidships, thinking they were 
lost and chat tho schooner would 
never regain her upright position. 
Capt. George Heater thinking to reach 
the upturned bottom of the vessel 
crawled out on the beam and clung 
then;. In the rigging tho mate, who 
had been endeavoring to arrange (he 
substitute trysail hung over the churn- 
ing waters, his heels higher than his 
head. The ballast had shifted, and it 
seemd as though the vessel was doom- 
ed. At last, after what seemed a great 
length of time to tho sealers clinging 
precariously to the spars and boom, 
the vessel slowly lifted, bit by bit un- 
til she was almost on an even keel. 
Hud another sea struck her after the 
great wall of breaking water which 
tossed her on her beam she would 
have been lost. According to her crew 
it is wonderful that she did not go 
down. When she righted she seemed 
like a wreck. Fourteen canoes and 
the boats were smashed to splinters, 
and nothing remained on deck that 
was moveable but an empty barrel, a 
barrel of meat lashed at the opposite 
side of the hatch being carried away 
when the water wrecked the vessel's 
deck gear, tearing off hatches, break- 
ing tho binnacle and compass, carry- 
ing away bulwarks and stanchions, 
and leaving the vessel lying helpless. 
She had hardly righted when the In- 
dians started to wall. From the open 
cockpit the heartrending shrieking 
and cries of the walling and fright- 
ened Siwashes vied with the sea noises 
and shriek of wind In the cordage. 
Capt. Heater, without compass to 
guide him, went to the wheel and with 
only the wind and driving rain to give 
him an idea of his direction started 
away for Dutch harbor to make re- 
pairs. 

The sea which swept the docks 
broke forward of the foremast. Had 
it broken amidships It mlust have 
swept the majority of the crew cling- 
ing there Into the sea, and, If it had 
not completely overturned the schoon- 
er would have caused the drowning 
of the majority of her crew.

I DO THEREFORE give notice that 1 shall sit at the Court House, Bastion Square in the City of Victoria at 
10 o'clock on the morning of Saturday, the 9th day of November, 11)07, to hear the application for an order under 
the above statute that the premises in Hie said Schedule referred to may lie dealt with in the manner mentioned In 
the said Schedule, and that the owners, lessees agents or occupants of the said premises arc required to attend 
at the said time and place and shew cause why the buildings, structures or erections, or drains, ditches, water 
courses, ponds, surfaces water or other things in or about the buildings and structures specilicd in the said 
schedule as the nuisance complained of should not be removed, pulled down, filled up and abated at. the expense of 
the owner thereof, and that the said work may be conducted under the personal supervision of the Medical 
Health Officer cf such other person as may be appointed in that behalf and within such time as shall by me lie 
specified, and in default of compliance by the owner with the terms of the said order why I should not order such 
works, or any of them, to lie done an der the direction of the said Medical Officer at the expense of the owner:

Steamship's Precious Cargo of 
Gold Nonchalantly Trans- 
ferred to Wall Street

Now York, Nov. G. — With no greater 
ceremony or care than if the iron- 
banded boxes had contained so much 
weight in tin or other huso metal, tho 
more than $7,000,1)00 In gold brought to 
pun yesterday by tho swift express 
steamer Kron Prinzessin Cecllle, was 
transferred? from tho strong room of 
the vessel to- Wall Street today. The 
gold coin, most of it in American 
eagles and double eagles, was taken to 
the United States sub-treasury, while 
the bars of bullion, real anil genuine 
gold bricks, were dumped at t lie assay 
office. The government immediately 
advanced to the bankers to Whom the 
gold was consigned ninty per cent of 
the value of the shipment in hills and 
small currency. The other ten pol- 
ecat will not bo paid over until the 
coin is weighed and until the bullion 
is both weighed and tested as to fine- 
ness. 

Throngs of curious persons gathered 
at tin- stearrjshlp piers in Hoboken to 
wntch the unloading of the millions, 
and at t oe sub- 1 reasury to witness the 
receipt of tne precious metal at that 
forbidden sructure. 

Those who came in search of the 
spectacular, to hear the clink of the 
shining coins or to gaze upon the yel- 
low richness of the bullion liars, found 
nothing but disappointment for their 
trouble. They looked upon 'J3fi boxes 
as unromanttc in appearance -as it was 
possible to make them, and not half 
sn gall;.' fashioned as many of the 
merchandise cases which come from 
abroad al the holiday season. Their 
nly distinguishing f(-itur. ware i 
few stripe.'; of red tape held tightly in 
place by large discs of red sealing wax; 
A l no si age of the transfer was there 
anything even approaching the spec- 
tacular. The freight handlers and the 
truck drivers fumed and fussed over 
the work of unloading; they sat upon 
the metal boxes with pipes of tobacco 
and talked about Tammany across the 
Hoboken ferry and In threading their 
way through the crowded slippery 
streets of Manhattan and chuckled 
merrily at the traflie police squad who 
threatened them with a trip to the 
nearest police station if they declined 
lo slow up at certain street crossings 
as Ihey were bid. None of the men 
were armed, and the only amusement 
thev got out of the transport of the 
millions for which Wall Street was 
waiting was in watching and com- 
menting upon the crowds who gazed 
al them at their work.

Considering' the number of the vari- 
ous species of the shark family fre- 
quenting Australian waters and the 
many people who frequently bathe In 
open, unprotected places during both 
summer and winter, it is surprising 
that so few fatalities occur. Sydney 
harbor, for Instance is given a notor- 
iety for the ferocity of its sharks, and 
yet as tt matter of fact it is seldom 
that more than one or two persons tire 
killed by sharks during the course of 
an entire yoax 

The majority of deaths, which are 
caused by sharks occur in the upper 
reaches of the harbor, where the water 
not being clear, especially when the 
tide Is on the ebb; these predatory 
terrors are .enabled to approach al- 
most unobserved and seize the unsus- 
pecting bather with a far greater ease 
than would be afforded them in water 
uncontaminated with mud, sand or 
other matter. 

For me, deep sea fish, sharks and 
their habits have always possessed a 

gl t Interest. 1 was for two years 

engaged in shark Ashing as a business 
on behalf of a linn of Chinese mer- 
chants. They employed .small schoon- 
ers manned by Polynesians and our 
fishing grounds were Providence la- 
goon and other isolated and shark-in- 
fested atolls in the North Pacific. It 
occupied us from six to eight months 
to obtain a cargo of dried fins and 
tails for the Chinese market, and the 
labor of catching, killing, and sun- 
drying the lins and- tails of from two 
hundred to three hundred sharks 
every day was arduous in the extreme. 

In Sydney harbor the species of 
sharks that the Sydney fishermen 
knows best, nntl which prove such a 
pest to him when pursuing his call- 
ing and destroy human life, are the 
tiger shark, the so called white shark 
and the gray nurse. Then there are 
the six-gllled and seven-gilled sharks, 
two or three hammer-heads and the 
saw-billed sharks, which have never 
been known to attack human beings. 
Among these may also he included the 
well known and "curious wobby-gong, 
a creature of extraordinary and beau- 
tiful coloring, haunting rocky bot- 
toms and reeding largely upon cray- 
fish and other crustaceans. 

I have never heard of a wobby-gong 
attempting to attack a man. It is 
sluggish in its movements and during 
the daytime may frequently he seen 
lying upon the bottom, Its body mark- 
ings resembling a gaily-colored and 
motley-patterned strip of carpet 
(some people term it the carpet shark) 
It is a nocturnal feeder, hut is often 
caught on the line in daylight if the 
baited hook is lowered directly m 
front of its mouth, which unlike that 
of most of its brethren, is not under- 
neath. The jaws are filled with a 
mass of ugly -looking pointed teeth 
set in an Irregular manner, but all in- 
clining inward. 

The shark has the most extraordin- 
ary power of assimilating the coloring 
and "markings of its skin to its stir-

foundings, and it requires a keen ob- 
server to determine whether the ob- 
ject at which ho is gazing and which 
is lying under ten feet or so of water 
is not a patch of blue, red and or- 
ange-colored seaweed growing upon 
stones or coral equally brilliant and 
of the same hues. 

The blue pointer Is an exceedingly 
handsome shark, with a gracefully ta- 
iloring body, long projecting snout and 
an underneath mouth provided with 
razor-sharp teeth. It Is swift In its 
movements, turning with lightning- 
like rapidity. The skin on the back 
and head is blue, growing lighter on 
the sides, and the belly is dead white. 
This shark Is more dreaded-, by the 
Australian line fishermen than any 
other, for when two or three of them 
make their appearance it Is almost im- 
possible to draw a fish to the sur- 
face. On many occasions I have wit- 
nessed one of these monsters seize 
half a dozen hooked fish upon as many 
lines, and then, finding that he was 
hooked himself, roll the lines around 
and around Ills body in his rage and 
efforts to escape, and unless the tackle 
is very strong, such as that used for 
schnapper, the brute will get away, 
carrying the greater part with him. 

It is always best, when not more 
than two or three blue pointers show 
themselves and begin to persecute, to 
bait the shark tackle, hook them in 
succession, haul them alongside and 
sever the spine at the junction of the 
tail with a hatchet. Then, If a boat 
is large enough and will stand the 
severe slinking, club them on the 
head, cut out the hook and let the 
carcasses sink. This, however, is not 
easily done unless the boat is manned 
by at least throe men used to the dan- 
ger of having an angry blue pointer 
alongside in it lumpy sea. lashing the 
water into foam and snapping his 
jaws frantically In the hope of get- 
ting something between them in 
which to vent his fury. Even after 
having rid themselves of their tormen- 
tors the fishermen must up kelllck and 
move to a fresh ground — other point- 
ers and perhaps a dreaded "grey 
nurse" or two would be pretty sure to 
be on tlie scene before long and, dis- 
daining for the time being the mutil- 
ated bodies of their brethren, devote 
themselves to the boat and fishing 
lines. As far as I can remember, I 
/enow of only three Instances, in which 
human beings have been taken by 
blue pointers on the Australian coast. 
One case occurred long years ago. 

A man servant of Benjamin Boyd, 
seeing several pointers cruising about 
the baoe of some slippery rocks, fool- 
ishly baited a heavy shark line and 
lowered it down. It was at once 
seized arid the unfortunate man actu- 
tually tried to drag a M or IS foot 
shark weighing hundreds of pounds 
up on the rocks. He slipped, fell in 
and was torn to pieces in a few sec- 
onds. In another instance almost the 
same thing happened. A fisherman, 
furious at losing so many fine schnap- 
per by several voracious pointers 
which 'were hanging around his boat, 
made a thrust at one with a lance. He 
overbalanced Himself, w-ni over the 
side and was at once seized and de- 
voured, In the third case a poor half- 
caste lad. In endeavoring l" sever the 
tall of the shark (which was on a 
bowline alongside), was knocked over- 
board by a sweeping blow of the tail 
ami was quickly carried Off by a sec- 
ond pointer, which had previously torn 
■ nit a huge piece from the belly of the 
first shark as li was being hauled 
alongside. During tin- summer months, 
when the so-called sea-salmon swarm 
into tin' tidal rivers in countless thou- 
sands, the blue pointers and a small 
kind of tiger shark create havoc 
among their serried masses ami for 
days and clays the beaches are strewn 
with salmon' bitten in halves in sheer 
wantonness. 

The grey nurse, like the white 
shark, is noted for its daring and 
fepleitv. Other names lor the grey 
nurse 'are the "long- toothed," "wolf- 
toothed" and "hull shark." In the- 
large specimen, of, say, 12 feet, the 
mouth is id' a terrifying capacity, and 
the hmg saw-like and non-serrated 
teeth appear to he fixed separately in 
the Jawbones. The first three or four 
at the nose end on either side of the 
upper taw are placed straight up and 
down, the remainder all curve Inward, 
hut immediately between the straight 
and the curved teeth there are on 
each side tun. sometimes three, small 
fangs, looking, in fact, as if they were 
or recent growth. 

Tlie grey nurse is of such an atro- 
ciously ferocious nature that when- 
ever I have been alone in a small 
boat ami seen one following I have 
made for the shore as quickly as pos- 
sible, for it, like the pointer, has an 
unpleasant trick of darting at the 
blade of an oar and tearing It out of 
the rower's hand. 11 frequents mud- 
dy water tis much as it does the open, 
or the boiling surf of the bases of 
rocks, i)l" the long, breaking rollers 
of a sandy beach, and Is always to he 
watched for and dreaded. 

An Instance Ol the savagery of this 
pest was witnessed by a number of 
people in Sydney a few years ago. In 
one of the most t ralhV-eongosted parts 
of the harbor, just under Pyrmount 
bridge; where the water Is thick and 
foul, a number of street arab's wore 
bathing inside a string of logs of 
cedar connected with each other by a 
Chain f passed through staples/ and 
forming a son of dock. Inside this 
barrier of heavy, squared timber, 
some of which was aground on the 
muddy bottom', and some of which was 
well afloat, Hie boys were disporting 



themselves. Suddenly a grey nurse 
leaped out of the water over one of 
the stranded logs, seized a boy and 
swam off with him, escaping into the 
open under the floating portion of the 
line of timber. The presence of a 
shark in such foul waters could only 
be accounted for by the fact that the 
public abattoirs were still further up 
the harbor a mile or so, and there at 
all seasons of the year sharks could 
be seen feeding upon tlie offal from 
tlie slaughter houses. 

The grey nurse has a wide habitat. 
It is, to my- own personal knowledge, 
met nearly everywhere in the tropical 
and semi-tropical waters of the North 
and South Pacific (I do not know any- 
thing about the Atlantic), and is 
everywhere dreaded by both natives 
and whites. The only thing In its 
own clement that it fears is Uio killer 
— that valorous little and Wtjs-toothed 
minor whale known to scientists as 
Orca gladiator— the bulldog; of the 
ocean and the friend of the whalemen 
in the Pacillc. 

Concerning the killer. I may mention, 
that there are hundreds of instances 
where whaleboats have been stove in 
or underclipped by the flukes of a 
sperm whale and the crews have 
either had to swim for their lives or 
cling to bits of the broken boat, when 
the attending killers have' actually 
swum up to the men and smelled. or, 
as the American whalemen say, 
"nosed" them, and then started off 
again in pursuit of the wounded 
whale, intent upon getting some, share 
of the delicious blubber before a sec- 
ond boat made fast to the great creat- 
ure had killed and towed it to tna 
ship. 

If it' were a right whale the killers 
would be satisiied with tearing out 
and devouring Its tongue and taking 
their modicum of' blubber, but tna 
great sperm whale, with its mighty 
toothed mouth and enormous strength, 
is a different customer, and Orca 
tights shy of him until the deadly 
lance thrust or the fateful bomb has 
sent him Into his Hurry. 

To all sharks Orca is a deadly en- 
emy and attacks them fiercely as they 
endeavor to tear off mouthfuls of 
blubber from a killed whale, and it is 
also a strange fact that whenever 
whalemen have been, when capsized 
or stove In, surrounded by hundreds of 
blue sharks, the Australian blue point- 
er they have very, very rarely been: 
molested. Perhaps the prospective 
and delicate blubber outweighs In 
value the tough saildrman. 

In the mid-Pacific and about the 
Great Harrier reef of Australia the 
blue pointer may be seen in droves, 
the grey nurse only In parties of two" 
or three, unless attended by some of 
ho undevoured young. 

On one. occasion 1 was landing in a 
whalebcat a load of provisions for a 
trader on Palmerston's island, In tho 
South Pacific. When within 100 yards 
of tho beach two large grey sharks 
swept up from astern and each torn 
awav an oar from a native seaman. 
It was nearly dark; the boat was so 
deeply laden and the surf was so 
heavy that 1 was thankful when wo 
touched the beach. 

Returning to the ship we lost anoth- 
er oar from a shark and two hugo 
brutes kept alongside up to the ship. 
When the boat falls were lowered and 
the bow one. with its blocks, was 
swaying to and fro, one of the sharks, 
incredible as it may seem, sprang up, 
seized it in his jaws and held on SOItlo 
minutes until the mate sent a dozen 
Winchester rifle bullets through its 
head. So much for tlie habits of tho 
long-toothed grey nurse. 

Of the while shark, not many exam- 
ples .are captured or even seen along 
the Australian seaboard. The term 
"white" is a misnomer, for this terror 
of the sea Is not white, though it may 
be described as being of a dirty yel- 
lowish white, it is probably, with the 
exception of the great tiger shark ol 
the Indian ocean and the bone shark 
known to whalemen (which may be 
one and the same fish), tho largest of 
all the shark family. 

The Indian ocean tiger shark I have 
never seen, but 1 can quite believe that 
it (if it is some tropical species of 
the basking shark) docs attain a 
length of 40 feet or even afl feet, tor T. 
have seen a white shark (skin dirty 
yellowish blue grey) of 28 feet and 
With a girth around the shoulders as 
much as that or a full-grown bullock. 
The teeth were two inches long and 
1 1-2 Inches in width at the base. The. 
monster was killed by a bomb lance 
from an American whaleship close to 
the reel' of Plngelap (McAsklU'S "TSV 
and) In the North Pacific. It sank in 
in fathoms of water and the carcass 
was not recovered until the following 
day. I was present when the stomach 
was opened. In If was a large green 
turtle, partly digested and weighing 
150 pounds, two small liawkblll turtles 
and some fish.
